theſe things were ſtale to 1rael that ſaw 


them euery day , yct ſhee vpon the firſt 
ſight thereof, grew into ſuch an admira» 
tion, that ſhee was greatly aſtonied, as 
the holy Ghoſt ſpeaketh,v. 5. and brake 
firſt into thele ſpeeches; It was a true 
word(O K:tng)that I heard in mine own 
hand of thy ſayings, and of thy wiſdome, 
howbeit | beteeved not this report, till I 
came and had ſeene it with mine eyes3 
but loe, the one halfe was not told me e 


| for thou haſt more wiſdome and pro« 


ſperitie then I haue heard of by report. 
Asall humane things are ouercome by 
fame, which for the moſt part makes 
them greater then indeede they are, but 
things diuine as beeing inward , and as 
the curtaines of Salomon, hauing an in- 
ward beantie and hidden grace,are com- 
monly lefler then report, and overcome 
both fame and.time : which cauſcth the 
Queene out of her admiration, to break 
forth into an exclamation , more lively 
to expreſle the happines , both of his 
ſubieRs in general}, and in particular of 
the fcruants of his houſe , Zappie are thy 
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men, and happie are theſe thy ſernants , 
which ſtand ſtili before thee , to heare 7 
wiſdome . Now leaſt the glorie of the 
things, ſhould fall vpon man, ſheeree. 
ferres them all to that firſt fountaine of 
eoodnes, that is, to the high God from: 
whence they came,and ſo powreth forth 
her ſoule in humble thankfulneſſe vnto 
him, for theſe admirable bleſſings, which 
Goda had beſtowed vponthe King and 
his people 3 Bleſſed be the Lord thy God, 
&c. Bleſſed] This word in Scripture, 
hath ſometimes a relation from God to 
man, ſometimes from man to God,asin 
the firſt tothe Eph. verſ. 3. it is takenin 
both ſenſes, Bleſſed be God, which hath 
bleſſed vs with all ſpirituall bleſſings. God 
bleſſein by ſetting apart, either times,or 
things, or perſons, from a common vſe 
to aſacred and holy vie. As heisfaid to 
haue bleſſed the ſeauenth day, by ſetting 
it apart for his holy reſt;the veſſelsofthe

ſe. the word bleſſed 1n this place , Bleſs 
ſed be the Lord. The Lard, which isa 
name of his power ; thy God, which is a 

name of his loue toward the King. The 
Lord, as hauing not onely all abſolute 

Soueraigntic oucr heauen and earth, o+< 

ucr men and Angels, but as giuing all 

Sourraigntie whatſocuer , vnto earthly 

Kings as but to his Deputies and Liecfe» 

tenants vpon the caith. Therefore cal- 

led, The Lord, of whome all Jords doe 

hold in cheife. 7hy God, as the firſt title 

argueth his power to conuey Soue- 
rajentie, ſo the other title, thy God, argu= 

eth his loue to Salomon , vpon whome 

he did beſtow it ; and therfore ſhee calls 

him Salomors God, asif Salomon had a 

propertie in God. All the faithfull chil-

cauſe of her thankfu)nes is G ods affe&, 
that towed thee; and effct of his loue, 1s 
ſet thee on the throne; and that argued by 
a ſpeciall circumſtance of the perſons, 
that is, of 1/rael; by which his ſpecial 
Joue to Salomon appeared, by ſetting 
him, not on any other throne, but of his 
owne people Iſracl , fo deare vnto him 
aboue all other people, and graced bee 
fore vnder the ratgne of Dauid, with the 
rareſt tokens of his loue. You ſeeinher 
ſpeech theloue of God vnto the King, 
conſider next the loue of God vnto the 
people, Becauſe the Lord loned lſvael for 
excr : which loue of God to the people 
is ſet forth by the circumſtance of time, 
for exer ; making this benefit,to ſet ouer 
them ſuch a King, to be the fruit of his 
eternal] Joue.

ras, a5 is noted inthe foot of her ſpeech, 


to doc equitie and rightcouſnes : where- 
in the cſpeciall vertues and duties of a 


wiſe and godly Salomon are contained. 
'Tvyrants doe thinke, that Common- 


wealths mult ſerue for their profit, and 
not that they muſt ſerue for the good of 
Commonweaiths : but it is otherwiſe 
with godly Princes, ſuch as we of late 
enioyed, and doe now enioy , whereof 
the one liued,the other now liues, not 
for himſelfe, but for his kingdome, to 


ſerue therin,not himſelf, but the Lord his © 


god, as a ſecod Salomon, by doing equi- 


tic andrighteouſnes,not equitic without 
righteoulneſle, nor righteouſneſſe withe 


out equiticzfor by thefe two words to- 
gether thus much is expreſſed , that Sa- 
lomon by equitic muſt mitigate the ri- 
gour ofthelawe, orotherwiſe the edge 
of it would be too ſharpe againſt all hu- 
mane ouerſights, & yet by righteouſnes 
mult whet it oftentimes, or elle it will be 
too blunt againſt great and wilſu!l of- 


fences:and this is that which the Scri>- 


ture meanes by ſo often calling it, /uſfits- 
am & inaicinm facere : That Salomon 


ſhould 


at (ambridge in $, Maries, 57 
Mould neither winckeat great tranſgre(® 
ſions, and by too much tacilitie ofna- 
ture diſſolve the maieſtic of his gouern= 
ment,and yet in indgement ſhould paſle 
by and forgiue ſmall offences, leaſt by 
the ſtrineſle of his Jawes he ſhould 
looſe the honour of his goodneſle.7o do 
equitte and righteonſneſſe: but why firſt e= 
quitie,and then righteouſneſſe? ether 
becauſe mercic is the firſt moſt proper 
and moſt naturall vertue of a king, w- 
tice a vertue which he muſt later vſe, 
andasit were againſt his will , and but 
ypon neceſſitic when no other meanes 
will ſerue; or elſe becauſe Salomon muſt 
in the beginning of his raigne, rather vſe 


clemencie then 1uſtice, though they be 


both ioyntly togither the foundation of 
his throne. Ro haue the ſtraines of this 
whole text,let vs conſider them againe, 
and apply them to the cauſe and endof 
this preſent aſſemblie:Bl:ſſed be the Lord 
thy God,ee. The queene of Saba(as you 
ſee) giueth thankes vnto the Lord for 
ſetting Salomon on the throne of Ifracl 
to rule his people. Nowe if ſhee beeing 
a ſtranger in Ira! , did blefſethe Lord

other people did receiue, by hauing a 
Salomon ſet ouer them; howe much 


more ought we,which are no ſtrangers 


butborne in Syon,bethankefull tor our 
Salomon, though not before Salomon, 
wherein our duties more free from all 


| ſuſpition of flatterie , for the innumera- 


ble bleſſings we our ſelues begin tofeele, 
and doe aſluredly promiſe to our ſelues, 
ynoer the raigne of our moſt eratious 
and royall Soueraigne lames the firſt 
King of England,Scotland, Frunce, and 
Jrelad?For though theloſle, which came 
ynto vsby the dcath of our late moſt cx- 
cellent Soueraigne Queene Elizabeth, 
were exceeding great, beeing for a time 
ſo full of feares and forrowes as follow- 
ed that loſſe;yet to ſee fo greataloſſe fo 
ſpeedily repaired, ſo grieuous ſorrowes 
ſo ſuddainely comforted, and feares tur- 
ned into ioyes,aboueall expeRation of 
man,throughthe infinit g&oodneſle and 
power of God,in the peaceable deuolu. 
ton of the Crowne vpon the vndoub- 
ted heireand rightfull ſucceſſour there- 
of, by the prouident care and godly vni- 

| tic 
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tic of the honourable councell of State, 
and the noble Pecres, with all orders of 
therealme ſo willingly agreeing there» 
vnto; ought it not to mooue vs to poure 
out our hearts and ſoules vntothe Lord, 
who for all our wickedneſſe hath beene 
fo good and gratious voto vs? In fewe 
yeres how many alterations of the ſtate, 
and in what danger we ſtood at this 
preſent time, vnleſlc the Lord had thus 
gratiouſly preuented it ; to this purpoſe 
1t ſhall not be impertinent to confider: 
Henrie the cight did cut off the head of 
the Romane Serpent , but Jeft the tayle 
ſtil among vs, thats, the fixe articles, 
which did ſting many of the Saints of 
God todeath; euen as king Ahas is faid 
to haue walked in the way of the kings 
of Iſrael, ſo did he:though hedraue ont 
the Pope,yet did he retaine the old Ido- 
latries of poperie: but his ſfonne king 
Edwardthe fixt ſucceeding him,as ano- 
ther Ezechias , tooke away both the 
headand the taile at one blowe; whome 
queene Marie as another Manaſles fuc- 
ceeding,a good woman (as they fay)but 
an ill Prince, reſtored both againe, and 
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put her owne and her peoples necke vn 
derthe Spaniſhyoke. Behold Queene 
Elizabeth,the loue of God and me,who 
following her as another Tofias, by the 
ſtrength of Chuiſt d1d overcome both 
theſe monſters with a virgin-hand. Thug 
you ſce the diuecrs varietics of times in 
this our Engliſh church vader theſe 
foure Princes, ſomewhat vnhappie vn- 
der the Father, though otherwiſe a moſt 
famous king:moſt vnhappie and miſe- 


 rable vnder the eldeſt (iſfter ; but that 


God dealt ſo with vs as he did in the 
kingdome of Iuda; for as there the godly 
Hezechias to the comfort of this church 
and kingdomeacceeded Ahas,ſo was it 
here , ſauing that this comfort was but 
ſhort, becauſe as an excellent Poct of our 
time writ of king Edward: 
Hanc tant terr#s oftenait Parca, nec vitrd 
Peccanti populo paſſus adeſſe ders, 
Sic roſa,fic tenere ſulco reſecantur ariſta, 
( anaiaa lic primo hilia vere cadunt. 
Andas in Tuda Iofias came after Ma- 
naſſes, though not next after him, for 
Ammon came betweene, ſo that herein 
the miſcrics of the Church of Iuda, were 
longer 


in ew. 


at (ambridge in $, Maries, 1x 
longer vnder theſe two kinges,but more 


gremous vnder Queene Maryes ſhor- 
ter raygne. But as Toſ1as nexte ſaue one 


after Manaſles, fo our late moſt renow- 
ned Quecene EiiZabeth to the comfort 
of milions of ſoules, and to the eternall. 
honour of her name, re{tored and pre- 
ſerued this foure and forty yeates ard 
vpward without any toleration Gods 
moſt holy and purereligion inher king- 
dome : but herein God hath delic better 
with vs then he did with Iuda, for after 
the death of this moſt worthy Toſias be- 
hold hcere another Ioſtas rayſed in her 
Reade, in whome Queene Elizabeth 
may live for euer; in whom her gracious 
heart . and mercifall diſpoſition, her 
care of religion, and loue of her people 
doth ſhine vnto vs, who will reſemble 
regnigenium, and whole Elizabeth aper- 
fe pattern of a moſt royall raygne, and 
beginne there where ſhe left, topreſerue 
thoſe fayre ſettes and goodly plantes of 
Gods holy religion, which ſhe tho- 
rough peace hath ſett in this our Eng- 
liſh ſoyle : that vniting theſe two famoug 
kingdomes in one bloude, and in one 

| rcligion, 
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religion, he may makeof two one, and 
fo being royally marryed asit were vnto 
both, may loue both alike , and carry 
himfelfe indiffcrent to the nobilitie and 
gentrie, to the clcargy and miniſterie 
of them both, and be a father to the 
commons , as ſhe before hath beene a 
mother , who will prouide for vs not 
onely in his owne time, but for the time 
to come, as beeing a royall Aeneas ofa 
noble Aſcanius, the hope of our world, 
a princely childerifing and growing va- 
der him, to three mighty kingdomes, in 
whome England, which vnder an aged 
Queene did ſeeme to waxe old, begins 
to flouriſh and to recouer her youth a» 
gaine. And haue wenot then great cauſe 
to bleſle the Lord his God, who out of 
his excceding loue both vnto him and 
vnto vs, hath ioyned the Crowne of 
England and Scotland together,(a thing 
long wiſhed for by many of the molt 
noble Kings of this Realme,) and ſet 
them vpon one Royal] head , to which 
alone by the deſcent of his blood, and 
by lawfull and lincall ſucceſſion it did 
belong? eſpecially at fucha time, when , 
? Wwe 
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we all were full of feare that by homes 
diuifion the Bramble might haue wine 
ded her ſelfe in,and ſucceeded the Ole 
tree? In whome Queene Marie, or rae 
ther many Marics might haue reuiued, 
and that one houſe of Spaine mighthaue 
brought twife deſtruion vnto vs , vn» 
leſſe the Lord of his mercic had infpired 
the lords of the Counſell, and the Nobi- 
litie, with the ſpirit of wiſdome and vnie 
tic, for the preucntion of theſe iuſtlys 
fcarcd defolations ? ſo that we may ga- 
ther the ſumme of all this, Marie was our 
eriefe , Elizabeth our ioy , king James 
our hope, and Iſabel our fcare, from 
which the Lord of heauen hath deliue- 
red England , to whome for this his vne 
ſpeakable loue , be praiſe and glorie for 
cuer and cuer. 

For whoſe worke can this be but 
Gods alone, who beeing the King of 
kings, and Lord of lords, hath abſolute 
right to conuey kingdomes ſometimes 
by extraordinarie meanes, as he drd this 
kingdom of Iſrael to Salomon, conueys 
ing 1t from the elder brother vnto the 
yonger ; ſometime by ordinaric meanes,

commonly by the true ſucceſſion of 


blood,according to the limitation of the 


lawes in euery kingdome,, by direQion 


whereof king Iames the fixth , king of 


Scotland , hath beene iuſtly proclaimed 
James the firit king of England, &c. By 
which proclamation his right is rather 
declared then given vnto him: for it is 
he that gines force to the proclamation, 
and not the proclamation right to him, 
which he recemed from God, by his 
true diſcent and lineall ſucce(lion of roy- 
all blood : which though it be a moſt 
certaine and vndoubted right , yet be- 
cauſe by the malitious bookes of man 

fugitive traytors,it hath bin — 
and that the Statute &id fo filence vs 
through feare,and ſtoppe our mouthes, 
that none either durſt enquire or 
ſpeaketo others, ſcarſe to themſclues of 
this title,ſo that if malice had not prevat- 
ledin ſome, by the reading of thoſe ſe- 
diticus bookes.yet ignorance hath taken 
hold of many well meaning men tho- 
rough the terrour of the Statute, not to 


call this title into queſtion , butto putt 
out 
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at (ambridge tn S, Maries, 1s 
out of queſtion, and to giue light tothis 
place efpecially,that it may giueJight to 
others, and we-beeing confirmed our 
ſclues , may confirme our brethren , 
though the magiſtrate of this place with 
many others,would & could hane done 
it better then my ſelfe; yet giue me leaue, 
ſpeaking by his approbation , to exe 
plaine ſome branches of the proclama- 
tion, to ſlirre vs vp as Samuel did the 
pcople of Ifrac], when he had pointed 
vnto Saul;ſaying,this is the man whome 
the Lord hath choſen, to recciue him 


ioyfully not onely into theland, butinto | 


our hearts,and giuc himall our allegean= 
ces,out of the certaine knowledge and 


conſcience of our dutie, as beeing due. 


to him alone. It may ſceme needleſle to 
ſome to hauc the title aſter proclamatt« 
on to be declared,in the pulpit efpecial- 
ly, when it reſts vpon him, vpon whome 
both God ard jawe hath caft it with a 
generall conſent. But. 1! worthie gentle- 
men in their feuerall diuifions do thinke 
itneedfull, enen now to open it to well 
diſpoſed people; ſhol} rot godly mine 
ſters much more, both defire to kuowe 
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Itthemſclues,and publiſh it vnto others? 
eſpecially ſecing ſo many fſeditious 
bookes haue beene written to darken it 
heretofore, ſo that the tructh in this 
point till it was within this fourtnight 
durſt not peepe forth : ſhall itnot nowe 
come into the light? that his Maieſtics 
Jeige people may as well vnderſtand it, 
as they doe affc& it,and the better affe& 
it, the better they vnderſtandit ? But 
what before by preachingin dutie to his 
highneſle I did by allowance of the 
Vicechauncellour; that now 1 write by 
direction of a ſpeciall miniſter of his 
:Maieſtie,ſent ofpurpoſe to giue life and 
authoritie to thoſe cheife offices aboue, 
Darante beneplacito,that it might ſerue in 
the meane time , while order wight be. 
taken for the further publication of this 
cauſe through the preachers to the peo+ 
ple:that if the hearer or reader be 1gno+ 
rant , he may be taught : if malitious, he 
may be reclaimed it he knowe it, and 
like it, he may be more throughly pers 
{waded,and more firmely ſctled in it; 6c 
ſo it may be the roote,not ofa blind, or 
forced, but ofa iudiciall and willing o+ 
| bedience 
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bedience to his Highnes, Therefore by 
your patience I ſhall for memories ſake 
reduce this whole diſcourſe vnto fixe 
beads. Firſt, I (ball handlctheright of 
his royall blood: Secondly, the mightof 
his partie, by which he is able to defend 
that right. Thirdly , the merit of his per» 
ſon: Fourthly, the conſent of our late 
Queenedeceaſed.Fifthly,theipfinite be= 
nefits, we doe, and ſhall receine in this 


our joyntly. recciuing him. Laſtly , the 


endleſſe ny{eries we had fallen into,if we 
had bin deuided vpon this poing, ar had 
recciued any other. And fult for the vgs 
doubted right of his blaod, which the 
proclamation opencth very well, Lga- 
ther out of it this: ſhort, but vnanſwera- 
bleargument, that king Henrie the ſca- 
uenth, called our wiſe Salomon , vpon 
the marriage with the great Elizabeth 
daughter and heire to Leonell Duke of 
Clarence, thethird ſonne, and Edmond 
Langley Duke of Yorke, the fifth ſonae 
to Edward the third, hauing entailed the 
Crowne of England by AR of Patlia- 
met to the iſſue of their two bodies law- 
fully ER, ſonnes my 
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lawfully poſſeſſed it, that iſſue failing in 

the Queene, the ſonne lawfully deſcen- 

ding of his eldeſt daughter, both by fa- 

ther and mother ſide, ought now by the 

fame right to enioy it. Three barres haue 

beene by certaine malitious men in their 

books obieRed and pleaded againſt this 

tide : which by your patience I ſhall 

ſhortly touch, and clearely take away. 

The firſt is, forraine birth : the fecond,js 

2 pretended teſtzment of Henric the 8. 

the third, an Act of Aſlociation, vrged 
ſpecially by Dolman, to the which an 
oath was annexed and limited , which in 

my knowledge hath troubled diverſe 
well mcaning men, Iam noJawyer, but 
Thaue read ſome, and conferred with 
more excellent lawyers of this time, a- 
bout this point, therefore Icrauc leaue if 
any lawyer be preſent, for entring vpon 
his ground , that he will haue no aQion 
of treſpaſle againft me, if I take ſome 


_ things from thence that may ſerne this 


reſent purpoſe. I will not trouble you 
with all I could ſay, onely I will touch 
ſome fewe needfull points. The firſt bae 
then , as ſome fay ,15 his forraine birth, 
croun- 
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grounded eſpecially ypon a ſtatute made 
inthe 25 of Edwarathe third: where we 
read that perfons borne beyond the ſeas, 
their father and mother beeing not at 
the time of their birth within the allege- 
ance of the king of England, cannot be 
capable to inherit apriuate inheritance 
within this: Realme, much Jlefle the 
Crowne, as they gather. But when the 
Statute expounds 1t ſelfe, and totakea« 
way all fcruples and ambiguities in this 
caſe, doth clearely except the children 
of the blood Royall, doth it not appeare 
that this is a manifelt cauillation of men 
avain(t the ordinance of God,and lawes 
ofthe Realme? For we muſt know that 
this wiſe king , many of whole children 
were borne beyond the ſeas, tro remooue 
all ſcruple in this caſe, did ina Parliamee 
with his lords ſpirituall and temporall 
aſſembled , with the Commons, declare 
that this had beene and ever ſhould be, 
the law of the Crowne of England, that 
it ſhould deſcend vpon the children of 
the blood Royal,whereſocuer they were 
borne, not onely from their fathers, but 
from their aunceſtours : & this did they 
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2ffirme and confirme for euer. Butlet vs 
a Intle confider this point of forraine 
birth, and you ſhall finde , that as by the 
law of God,fo by the law o! the Realme, 
the Crowne doth goe, not by the place 
of birth, but by the right of Royal blood, 
Aske cultome firſt the beſt interpreter 
of the {aw , and you ſhall ſee that the 
Realme before this ſtatute admitted to 
the Crowne, not onely the kings chit- 
dren, and others of the ficſt degree, but 
alfo of a further degree, though they 
were borne out of the allegeance of the 
king of-England. Before the Conan 
Edward the Confeſſour beeing deſtitute 
of a lawfall heire within the Rcalme,ſent 
into Hungarie for Edward his nephew, 
firnamed Outlaw., fonne to king Ed- 
ward called Ironſide, after many yeares 
of his exile to returne into England, to 
the ende that the ſaid Outlaw ſhould in- 
kerit his Crowne , which nevertheleſle 
came notto palle,becauſe he died before 
his vncle, after whoſe death Edward the 
Confeſlour appointed Edgar Athule- 
ſtone ſonne of the ſaid Outlaw , though 
horne abroad, beiog his next heireas he 
Was 
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was of right to the Crowne of England, 
committed in his minoritie to the prote> 
ion of Harrold Earle of Kent , who 
tooke the Crowne from his maſters 
head and put it on his owne: but by this 
it appeares , that forraine birth was not 
accounted before the Conquelt a iuſt 
cauſc to repell any man , beeing next in 
blood,from the title of the Crowne. Af- 
ter the Conqueſt, this barre of forraine 
birth was never taken to diſable either 
the kines children immediatly , or thoſe 
that deſcended of them, as it appeareth 
by king Steuen, and Henrie the ſecond, 
who though they were both ſtrangers 
and Carrara Aww out of the kings 
allegeance,though they were neither the 
kings children immediatly,nor their pa- 
rents of the kings allegeance, yet was 
this exception of forraine birth, never 
made againſt thedeſcent of their blood. 
But let vs weigh the wordes of the 
Statute , to take away s doubt that 
then was , whether infants that were 
borne beyond the ſeas out of the alle- 
eance of the king of England, ſhould be 
ableto dettzande any inheritance within 
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the fame or no, their father and mother 
beeing at the time of their birth not vn=- 


der the ſame allegeance, doeth, as you 


hauechcard, in a” rs except the 

infants de Roy, the children of the king, 

though borne beyond the ſeas;firit then 
if a man would graunt that which none 

can ever proone,that this ſtatute againſt 
aliens bindcth the inheritance of the 
crown;yet the firſt words make it cleere, 
thatit holdeth not any for an alien that 
1s borne in Scotland,which is, /nter qua- 
txor maria,within the foure ſeas:now the 
word ſpeakes direly of them that are 
borne Cad the ſeas3-and there is a 
knowne cafe agreable hereunto, thar 
one borne in Scotland becing to be try= 

ed ypon his life , might not challenge, 
Medietatem lingae:that is , to be tried by 
ſixe Engliſh,and ſixe Scots,as an Italian, 
and Frenchman might doe by the Jawe, 
becauſe he was held to be borne within 
the foure ſeas , and thereforeno alien. I 
will not diſpute whether Scotland be to 

be held within the allegeance of the king 
of England, as ſome great lawyers vpon 
this Statute haue done; onely give me 
| leaue 
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leaueto ſhew ſhortly by the other words 
of the Statute, that it cannot-binde the 
crowne,and that is for two cſpeciall rea- 
ſons:the one becauſe the ſtatute. doeth 
onely difable aliens to demaund any in= 
heritance within. the allegeance of Eng- 
land;zwhkich words cannot be ſiretched 
to the demaund of the crowne, which 3s 
not within the allegeance of England, 
but is the very allegeance it ſelfe. Iris 
true, that allthe lands holden within the 
kings dominion, are holden of the king 
either mediately or immediately,and yet 
itis not true that the crowne it ſelfe is 
holden of the king , for without the 
crowne there can be neither king nor 
allegeance, but itis held of God alone. 
Therefore the title of the inheritance of 
the crowne , is out of thewords of the 
ſaid ſtatute . I adde alſo, that it is out of 
the meaning of the Statute, becauſe the 
Statute docth onely tdifable an alicn to 
demand lands by deſcent,as heire;it doth 
not extend to lands that are purchaſed 
by an alien: & then cannot the meaning 
extend vnto the crowne,the king becing 
incorporate to the crowne, the right 
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whereof doethnot onely deſcend accor- 
dm2to the courſe of priuate inheritan- 
tes,but gocs by ſucceſſion as other cor- 
porations , according tothe iudgement 
of the greateſt lawyers, Anathns the law 
teacheth vs, either not to hold the king 
for an alien, though borne in Scotland, 
orif any will hold him for an alicn, yet 
the words and meaning of the lawe, be- 
{ides the expreſſe exception of the in- 
fants De Roy,cannot diſable an alien,be- 
ing next in blood, topoſlefle the crown. 
Yea but ſome whoſe bookes are abroad, 
men ſometimes much honoured 1 this. 
ſate,in disfauour of the kipgs Maicſties 
mother, haue vmwittingly laboured to 
Hurt his title , which comes both by ta- 
ther and mother, by a falſe interpretati- 
on of theſe wordes , Infants De Roy,re- 
ſtrayning them onely to the firſt de- 
gree,that 15,to the kings children, where- 
as they belong to further degrees, that is, 
to the kings childrens children : for as 
touching the word Infants in French, 
in which tongue the ſtatute was writ- 
ten,it doeth not onely comprehend the 
children io the firſt degree , but others 
| | lincally 


at Canvbridee inS$.AMarier, x 
lineally defoended of thoſe children, ac- 
cording to the acccption of the lawe, 
which ſaith in the caſe of manumiflion 
of a bond-child , that he ſhallnot com- 
mence any a&ion againſt his Patron 
withont licence; wherein not onely the 
children of the firſt degree,butall others 
are contained. Where I referre me to 
' thoſe that are expertin the Frech rongue 
and in the J1atine, which in ſtead of In- 
tants, vic the word L:ibers, not onely 
for the children of the firſt degree, bur 
for them that deſcend of them . If then 
this original! word of the faid ſtatute 
doeth ſhewe that the benefit ofthis ex. 
ception docth belong notonely to the 
_ children , but to the childrens children 
of the king,it was il] reſtrained by ſome, 
to preiudice the mother, whome they 
did. not love , to hurt the title of the 
ſonne,whome all the world haa cauſe to 
lJoue. Nowe tothe ſecond barre of the 
pretended teſtament of Henrie the 
eight, by which he did conuey the 
crowne,asH15faid, for want of iſſue of 
his owne bodie , to the heires of his 
neece, Lady Fraunces daughter to his 
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younger ſiſter Mary Queene Dowager 
of Frauce,afterward married to Charles 
Brandon Duke of Suffolke, in the 28. 
there was an authoritie given him. by 


Natute ,ro declare, appoint, and limi- 


tate the ſucceſhon of the crowne b 


his letters pattents or by his laſt will 
and teſtament ſigned with his owne 


hand. According tothe forme of this ſta-" 
tute, his laſt will and teſtament, if there 
were any, mult be made ; it cannot be 
prooued that there was any, his ſtampe 
was to it, but not his hand : now to ad- 
mitt for a time that there was ſuch a Jaſt 
will and teſtament of Henry the eyght, 
It mult be made by the vertue of this 
ſtatute, but this {tatute gaue Sim noe 
power, to make them heyres of the 
crowne that were not, but to declare 
them heyres that werein remainder, for 
default of hires of his owne bodie. A- 
gaine it is cleared by the common law, 
that a king cannot by his laſt will and 
ecſtament conuey , Res regni: as the Iew- 
els,the ſhipps, or otter moucables which 
areas it were the heyre-loomes of the 
crowne, to any other that is not by the 
Tizht of blood and lineall deſcent next 


27 
heire vnto it, muchleſſe may he conuey 
the crowne and kingdome it felfe ; it is 
heaue not the carth that muſt deſtribute 
crownes : it is God not man that muſt 
diſpoſe them at his PR . ButI pray 
you tell me, if any thing herein be to bee 
Siuen to man, as a meanc of Gods. ordi- 
nance, why ſhould not the entaile of 
the crowne by a& of parliamet mage by 
Henry the {euenth maricd vnto the 
great Elifabeth being the root of this 
royali ſtocke, whereby he did orderly 
mayleit tothe iſſue of both their bo- 
dies, preuaile aboue the pretended and 
vncertaine teſtamentof Henriethe cight 
his ſonne, both to the eſtabliſhing of 
the right of the crowne in the Jawfull 
iſſue of his eldeſt daughter, the iſſue of 
his ſonne failing, and to draw not only 
all ourlegall allegeance, but all our hear-. 
ty affections thereunto? Some ill diſpo- 
ſed ſubjets have heretofore obietted 
the barte of the oth of aſſociatis, though 
Iimited to a ſtatute made in that behalfe, 
It that oath was intented by ſome that 
were enemies vnto the Kings title, ſhall 
any now fulfill that oath with wicked- 
| nes, 
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nes, which with fraud and craftines was 
exaQted ? Turpe iuramentum quod ſcelere 
admyletar, Yea but the mother,fay they, 
beeing guiltie of treaſon. doth barre the 


 fonne : nay but the blood Royal, as the 


Law doth hold it, cannot be tainted: for 
though fuck. a fat may taint a royall 
perſon, yet it cannot taint the blood; no 
nor the perſon: as it may appeare by 
prattiſe, that though a ſubte@t tainted of 
fellonie or treaſon his heyre through the 
corruption of blood , without pardon 
and reſtitution of blood , is difab!ed to 
take any lands by deſcent; yet doth it 
not reach to the ſucceſſion of the 
Crowne, though the perſons were at- 
tainted by Ad of Parliament; as it ap- 
ares. by the attainder of Richard 
Duke of Yorke, and king Edward the 
fourth his fonne, who were o attainted, 
and neuer reſtored : and yct the two laſt 
were not diſabled thereby to receiue the 
Crowne by lawſull ſucceſſion. Now if 
no fa could taint theſe two royall per- 
fons, how much lefle can it attaint the 
royall blood ? But to anſwer not onely 
by diuine and common law , bat out = 
tne 
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the very ſtatute it ſelfe, by whick this oth 
was limited; it ſhall appeare to be of no 
force, cither to trouble the conſcience of 
a good man to breake it, or to mooue 
the heart of an cuil! man to obieR it. Fox 
firſt, the oath did bind vs againſt them 
that had any claime or title to the crown, 
if they were privic toany thing attepted 
or comitted againſt her Maiefties perſon 
of them, from whom they claimed their 
right. I will not now diſpute whether a- 
ny thing were attempted, it i5 cleare that 
nothing was executed. But heauen and{ 
earth doth witneſle that the kings Maies 
Mie was free not only fromewl thought, 
but from all ſuſpition of cuill ; &there= 
fore the ſtatute it ſelfe, which liwiteth the 
oath of Aſſociation , doth ſhew that it 
ought to be now extinguiſht by the oath. 
of allegeance , which is due vnto his 
Hiehnes, vnleſle you thinke not this e= 
nough, as indeede it 38 not, there beeiyg 
ſuch a brood of traytours in the world 
to God and to the king, to take a new 
oath of Aftociation , both of hearts and 
hands, to maintaine and to defend the 
kings Maicſtic, and kus 20yall progevie, 

to 
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tothelaſt droppeof your bloods, as by 


this worthie proclamation we are dire- 
Red, Thus much ſhortly and with re- 
werence of the right of his blood : confi- 
der now as ſhortly the might of his par- 
tie, Forthough his Maicſtie holds all by 
| Joue,and not by fearc, and neede not to 
ſtand vpon the force of his ſword , but 
the right of his blood : and that we haue 
all by this time received him into our 
hearts, before his entrance into our cun- 
trey ,which he meanes ſhall be not wer- 
like but peaceable; yet that Spaine and: 
all the fatours of Spaine may know to 
the honour'of his Maieſtie, and to = 
comfort of his ſubie&s;' that he hath a 
puiſſant' might to abet his royal} right; 
conſider firlt the puiſſance of theſe two 
noblerealmes, En gland and Ireland, the 
owers and ſtrengthes whereof, which 
oth our enemies looked for, and our 
friends with our'ſclues ſtill feared would 
haue bin devided;behold how the moſt 
honourable lords of the Counſell, and 
the reſt of the Lords ſpirituall and 
temporall 2s were preſent, with the 
citie of London, by that bleſſed vnitic 
| amongſt 
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at (ambridgein $. Maries, 21 
amoneſt themſelues hauec ioyned and v- 
nited togither all for the ſeruice ofthe 
king, And although ſome falſe rumors, 
and dangerous lies , way be by the ene- 
mies of thecGoſpel raiſed and ſpread 
cunningly, to diſtraſt them, which wiſc 
and good ſubjects will not cafily be- 
leeue;ſtay ſtill a while,and within alutle 
time you ſhall {inde theſe ies. vaniſhed. 
into ſmoake,the deede it felfe confuting, 
them, eucry man ſtriving with a godly 
emulation who ſhall be forwardeſt in 
dutic to lay downe his life cuen at his 
foote. Adde hercunto the vnited forces 
of his owne nation , a moſt yaliant and 

uiſſant people, which are neere vs, our 

| mar as it were , whome bloodand 
religion,as well as neighbourhood hath 
ioyned ynto vs; great Britannie , at 
Jaſt {ubieR to one mightic king, able by 
10int forces to defend her ſelfe, and ot- 
fend her enemies, though they be the 
mightieſt in Chriſtendome . Conſider 
his friends and allies faſt knit vnto him, 
the kings of Denmarke , many of the 
Germane Princes, the Netherlonders, 
all of them of ſuch inuincible might by 
&a 
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fea and Jand, as God blcſling the vnion 
of his partie,as wepray and hopehe wil, 
we haueno cauſe to feare either Frannce 
or Spaine,who are like enough to ſeeke 
his amitie rather then to proucke his 


hatred, as beeing 'molt like in a {hor 


time , the Lord bleſling his highneſle, 
with his royall progenie, to giue lawe to 
all Chriſtendome . For if her Maieſtie 
theſe many yeares raigning molt royal- 
ly, by the ſtrength of England and Ire. 
land, and her confederats was able to 
doc it: how much. more ſhall his Maie- 
ſie nowe- be able to doe it ioyning 


Scotland thereunto: 
Nunc canſag, valens , canſag, tnentibr 
| arms? | 


As he doth no. doubt out of amolt reli- 
gious and godly heart, fo let vs lift vp 
ourcies to God himſelfe , whoſe worke 
thisis, beſecching him to. bleflc his own 
worke , to keepe and defend his owne 
king,whom he.hath ſet vpon the throne, 
tothe 2loric of his name, and to:the co- 
fort of his Saints :- which we. haue no 
cauſe to doubt but hewiH:, hauing gra- 
ccd and adorned his Maieſtic with fo 
Ma» 
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many heauenly.and princely vertues, the 
gages and pledges of hisloue , that-the 
very.merit of his perſon is ſo great, (to 
cometo thethird point of my diſtriþu-» 
tion)that,as a molt noble gentleman did 
tel} me once talking of this matter, Si va» 


145101 efſet ad regnum , digniſſimus requo 


videretar:if he were not borne vnto the 
kingdome, he were worthieſt to be cho+ 
fen to the kingdome. For if cuer wehad 
a Prince that came vnto:the kingdome 
in the full maturitic and zipeneſle as well 
of all royall vertuecs , as of yeares, ſo that 
he needed.not to learne them by the gg 


uerninent of England, a notable ſchogle 


of al] wiſdome,but brought them to the 
poycrnment it ſelfe,it js qur moſt dread 
and gratious Soueraigne king Iames. the 
ficſt, This preſent text cocth ſhewe, that 
ggodand a godly Prince , is to a peo« 
plea moſt-certaine argument of Gods 
loue, becauſe faith the Queene of: Saba 
to Salomon,Gad lowed 1/7acl to make thee 
&:img, We had a notable argument ofthis 
loue before, in our moſt excellent Soue- 
raigne deceaſed, we haue. nowe another 
in our, preſent .molt. dread- and royall 
j- & 2 king, 
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king,whoſe heart, as it appeares by his 
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raigne,and by his bookes,the Lord hath 
indued fo plentifully with the ſolide and 
ſound knowledge of his moſt pure and 
heauenly trueth, accompanied withare« 
ligious pratiſe of that holy knowledge, 
the roots and foundations of al his other 
molt princely vertues, of excellent lear- 
ning, wiſedome, iuſtice, mercie, munifi= 
cence , magnanimitie , loue and care of 
his people, holding and praQiifing this 
as his cheife principle, as] haue credibly 
bin enformed by moſt ſufficient means, 
that regnmm is 102 herile, ſed parrium Im- 
perinn,not a maſterly,but a fatherly go- 
uerninent ouer his ſubies, notas ouer 
his ſeruants, but ouer his children 3 that 
we can neuer be thankefull enough vnto 
our zood God for ſuch a blefſing;:1 ſhall 
notnecde to ſtand vpon theſe points, 
becauſe his vertnes ſhine ſufficiently of 
themſclues; and befides a reuetend fa- 
ther of this Vniuerſitie hath latedy,as I 
heare,caſed meof this labour. Oriely of 
thoſe vertues, which are merittoned in 
ty text , and expreſt in his Maidſtie, 
Site me leaue to fpeake a word or = 
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But to preuent malitious enuic, whichis 
apt to miſconſtrue any thing, though 
meant neuer ſo well, and may perad- 
uenture gather by the iuſt commenda- 
tion of the liuing , that 1 doe derogate 
from the deſerucd praifes of our moſt 
excellent Soueraigne that is dead, whoſe 
memorie my heart doth honour , whoſe 
molt royall vertues, and moſt happie 
pouernment requires the learned penne 
of ſome Livie or T acits,to deſcribe the: 
I moſt humbly deſire that no man will 
thinkethat by praiſing the Kings Maie- 
ſtie, thatT haue the caſt thoughtin my 
heart,to blemiſh the honour of ker Ma+ 
ieſtic deceaſed, whoſe heart was as full 
of juſtice and mercic, as euer was the 
heart of any Prince. Let no man there- 
fore thinke , that T intend any compari-« 
fon betweene our King, and our late 
Queene+ when I muſt needes fay that 
his Highnes in exerciſing theſe Royall 
vertues of cquitic and rightcouſnes,will, 
as Iob faith, know the cauſes of his ſfub- 
ics before he 1udgeth , and fit like the 
good princes of Ifracl in the gate to giue 
iudgement,knowing that there is 4/{444- 
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ftitia fort , and. alia rricliny , and will not 
be i1mmurd that we thall ncede to come 
vnto him by the mediation of hee ſaints, 
and ſhee ſaints, but will fee with his 
owne cycs, .and heare with his owne 
cares, and iudge with his owne judges 
ment, grounded not onely vpon the re- 
Jation of others, but vpon his owne 
knowledge. I know that aged Princes 
mult needes doe this, and mult needes 
truſt their faithfull ſeruants that are a+ 
bout them in theſe cauſes: but now God 
hath tranſlated her Maicſtic into hea- 
uen to our excceding Joſle and eriefe,. 
yet having hued to our coforts a goodly 
age, and raigned moſt royally, which I 
haue wiſhed with all my heart may be a 
patterne of his honourable raigne, which 
1s to ſucceede her . Tell me I beſeech 
you, is not this an vnſpeakable bleſſing 
for euery {ubictt , that God hath ſent vs 
ſuch a king, that by reaſon he is in his 
Nouriſhing age,a!l his worthieſt ſubies 
may haue acceſle vnto him to be judged 
of him according to their deſerts ? who 
will. not ſuffer any encloſure of his fa- 
uourers, but will out of his owne knows 
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ſedgeimpart them indifferently vnto all 
that ſhall well deſerue?ſo that it any man 
ſhall thinke that here 1 make a ſecret 
compariſon, let him take it to be made 
betweene their ages, and not their ver« 
tues, which are abſolutely moſt glorious 
in themſelues without any compariſon, 
ſo that one brings no darknes, but giueth 
light vnto the other. Which was the 
cauſe that moouea her Maieſtie toward 
her ende, beeins mooued by her Jords, 
as I have bin moſt credibly 1nformed,to 
adde to the kings right her plaine con- 
ſent, which isthe fourth point of my di- 
ſtribution. For who, ſaide ſhee, is more 
fitte,to be my ſucceſlour, then he which 
15 by right, the king of Scots? Doe you 
not ſee how well he hath gouerned his 
owne tealme? That it ſhould ſeeme her 
Maieſtic not oncly in the right of his 
blood, but for the likenes of his vertues 
and goucrniment vnto hers, would haue 
him onely to ſucceed her, that he ſhould 
be inheritable, as to the Crowne which 
ſhee bare, ſo tothe loue which we bare 
vnto her, And here let me ſpeake that, 
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which my heart thinks. We haue alwaies 
bin infinitely bound to the lords of her 
Maieſties moſt honourablepriuy coun- 
ſell, for many notable benefits which 
this Church and kingdome, and Vni- 
uerſitie have receied by their hands : 
but in this godly motion, & fatherly care 
of theirs, which they had of vs all, they 
haue far excelled theſelues,and bound vs 
for cuer to honour them vnfainecly, as 
molt louing Fathers of this our deare 
and noble countrie, For what tongue, 
what penne is able to declare the infinite 
benefits we begin to enioy by this our 
zoyntand heartic obedience to our moſt 
true and vndoubted Soueraigne , tho- 
rough the light we recciued from the 
teſled von of the lords of the Coun- 
{c}},of the Nobilitic, and of the Cleargie 
by their proclamation ? what endleſle 
miſeries ſhould we haue endurcdif they 
had ſtood deuided vpon the matter, and 
giuen contrarie diretion for the recei- 
uing of any other ? That I may ioyne 
theſe two points togither, which were 
the laſt of my diſcourſe: and firſt for the 
þencfits, what we-can with conſcience, 
rcalon, 
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reaſon, and humilitie defire, no doubt 
ſhall neuer be denied to the Common- 
wealth , as firſt that the religion eſtabli- 
ſhedthe mother of peace, and grandmo- 
ther of plentic , without any toleration, 
may continue vnder his royall raigne. 
Seconaly , that the auntient ſeruants of 
her Maicſly deceaſed, which baue proo- 
ued themſclues faithfull ynto her, and 
her kingdome , without preiudice of 0- 
thers, may be retained. The Nobilnie, 
the auntient beautie of this kingdome, 
becing found ſo loyall as they haue bin, 
recciue the former grace. The gentrie, 
which vnder the Coucel of State,intheir 
ſeuerall countries beare a great part of 
the weight of the gouernment, and now 
by their loue and power keepe things in 
peace, may haue 1mmedaate acceſle vn- 
to his Grace , without ſecking to vnder- 
meanes, a wonderfull corroſive to the 
auntient and ſerviceable gentlemen of 
any kingdome. The godly, learned, 
painefull; and modeſt Cleargic may re- 
ceiue that reuerent reſpe& which is due 
vnto their calling. The faQious reſtrai- 
ned, the Teſuits exiled, the yndermining 
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vermins of all princely Soueraigntie. 

They of all ſorts, who with an bumble 
and faithtull hear doe {crue their God, 

and their Prince , rightly diſtinguiſhed, 

and when they are found , accordingly 
reſpefted. The Vainafties, the two 
eves of the Realme, and the Seninaries 
of true godlines and found learning, en- 
couraged 12 their chiigren, according to 
their merits freely preteried, The wor- 
thie Captaines and honeſt ſou!diers of 
the lana duly Paic, and according to 
| their fernice ſpeecriy rewarded. The 
commons kept from the oppreſſion of 
the miglitie, and beeing well vſed, may 
Jearne I W ling obedience to their ſupe- 
riours, and bath vnto the Prince and to 
his hws. No doubt all theſe benefits and 
many more, we ſhall {t]l enioy by this 
1ointand heartic recenung of his Higeh- 
neſle. Neuer people more happicin a 
king, never king more happie in a peo» 
ple, hich hauing fo long and truly lo- 
ued their late moſt gratious Queene, 
ſceing the hwely and expreſſed 1mage of

her oodnes inthe king, muſt necdes 


calt all their loue ypon him. Which 
though 


at (ambridgein S, Marie, ar Fi 
though wee have great cauſe to doe "Þ 
for his cexcellencic in ecuery kinde, 
though it were not fo beneficiall vnto 
vs, yet nowe that by that royall ofspring 
which God alreadic hath giuen vnto 
bim, he can and will prouide for vs, that 
there ſhall be truth and peace not onely 
in his daies, but after him, through this 
bleſſed fucceſſionof godly Princes: this 
benefit is ſo great,not to vs onely, but to 
our poſteritie,that our hearts & mouths 
ought to beſull of vnfained thankesfor 
that we hauc,and of zealous praiers for 
the continuance of that we hope for. 
Aihi non minori cure eff{fatth Tully qua 
ts respub.poſt mortem mean futura ſit,qua 
qualts hodre fit. Which care if it were well 
taken of him for that heathen ſtate, be- 
cauſe it was his natjue countrie , howe 
much more ought we all to takeit for 
this our noble countrey,and moſt Chri- 
ſian Church,the places of our firlt and 
ſecond birth ? But the care is others, the 
ioy isours, that the happic ſtate of our 
Charch & comonwealth doth not ſtand 
onely in the life of one mortall Prince, 
but through his royal children, which 
giue 
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give aſtrength to their royall father, by 
the bleſſing of god is after a ſort become 
immortall. And ſhall not we then,with 
moſt faithtull and religious hearts giue 


moſt humble thanks vnto our good and 


oratious God for this his loue and care 
of our Soucraigne and vs,in bringing ſo 
godly a Prince vntothe Crown , leſſed 
with ſo goodly an _— , that we 
haue not onely cauſe of 1oy for the pre- 
ſent age , but of hope for theage which 
is to come? Bleſled God, moſt deepe 
m thy counſclls , and moſt wonder- 
full in thy workes , as thou haſt be- 
gunne with vs , of thine vandeſcrued 
—_ ,fo goe on withvs, and (HIl 

leſſe this whole royal houſe, that it may 
long liuc and raigne ouer vs, for the glo- 
rieof thy holy name, and for the com- 
fort of thy Church vato the worlds end. 
We haue touched the benefits which we 
doe,and ſhall reccius : let vs point at the 
miſcries, from which we are delivered. 
We are nowe ina calme, but let vs not 
forget we feared a ſtorme. The ſunne 
docth nowe ſhine vato vs, the Lord be 


praiſed, but let vs remember , it brake 
po out 
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out of a cloud, What had befallen vs, we 
juſtly and vniuerſally feared might fall 
againe. The wofull face of ciuill warres 
betweene the two houſes of Yorke and 
Lancaſter was ſtill before our cies, and 
men of ynderſtanding, as they might, 
did priuately and fearefully ſpcake of 
it. If any will nowe ſay, that feare was 
vaine,lct himlooke backe into his heart 
within theſe three wecekes , and he ſhall 
finde that vaine feare in himſelfe . Beit 
farre from me to judge any man, eſpect- 
ally my ſupcriours,to thinke they did a« 
ny thing of a ſudden out of feare, hauing 
giuen ſuch tokens of their loue;onelyto 
ſet forth both Gods heauenly goodnes, 
and their fatherly care, who were Gods 
inſtruments to deliver vs from this vni- 
uerſal} feare, I have remembred it, to 
make vs ſtill more thankfull voto God, 


_ and vnto them, becauſe the greater the 


daunger we haue eſcaped, the greater 
the benefit we haue receiued, For if the 
title of Suffolke alone, as it was feared, 
had bin ſet on foote, then without all 
right bad the iſlue of the younger ſiſter 
beene preferred before the iſuc - = 
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 elderfifter. If the title of Arbella had pre- 
uailed,then had the daughter of the yon» 
_— beene preferred with mani« 
feſt iniurie to the ſonne of the elder bro- 
ther. If, asit was before her Maicſtics 
death vniuerſally reported, whether tru- 
ly or faifly, few could tell , in ſuch times 
| lies are as dangerous to {tirre diuifion as 
truths, but if one good title could haue 
beene made of two badde ; what could 
haue followed by thediniſion of the two 
houſes of Scatlind and Suffolke, but a 
miſerable renting ofthe kingdome, and 
that which we hadiult cauſe to feare, the 
falling of it by home-diuiſhon into the 
tawes of a Spanith tyrant? So that by the 
one meanes we had loit our peace, by 


the other,we had loſt the Goſpel. Faced i 


Suffolke had caricd it, it had bredde a 
ciuill warre. If by this meanes the Infan- 
ta, or the king of Spaine had crept in, at 
the leaſt papiſtrie, for the which the Pa- 
iſts would haue beene glad to capitu- 
late , if they could hauegot a head for 
their purpoſe, had returned into your 
Churches, Either there was no meanes 
vnder heauen,or the Kings highneſle a- 
lone, 


at (ambridge ins, Marie, as 
Jone, that could continue our happines 
by bringing the Goſpel and peace toge- 
ther in his roiall hand. Wherefore, to 
conclude,ſecing throughthe right of his 
blood, and the might of his partie, and 
the metit of his perſon, and the Queenes 
conſent , the mightic hand of God hath 
moſt juſtly placed him in the throne of 
his moſt noble progenitours, to bring 
vs ſo many benefits through this godly 
ynion, to free vs from ſo many miſerics 
which were fearea that would fall vpon 
vs through the ciſunion of the ſiate :; let 
vs firſt g1ueGod moſt humble & hear- 
tie thanks, and receive his Maicflie even 
as an angel of God ſcnt fro keauenvnto 
vs,let vs Joue him, honourhim, & obey 
him:you wontky gentleme which weare 
his colours in your hattes , and in your 
hearts, are taught bythem , both with - 
your golde, and with your blood , to 
maintaine his royall perſon,and high e- 
Nate: you learned men, & cſpecially you 
reucreEt diuines, which weare theſe colors 
only in your hearts,are taught further by 
y_=_ preaching, to draw all hearts vnto 
im:you louing commons mull —_ 
| te 
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the wiſe direion of your honourable 
fathers,the noble peeres,and your godly 
euides:andall of vstogether to giue him 
at the firſt ſome effeRual gage & pledge 
of our loyall obedience , and vnfained 
loue; let vs 2ot with-hold the ſubſidie, 
which was to hauc binpaicd tor our de- 
fence, and ſeeing the publike treaſure 
hatk bin extended and conſumed, as the 
Lords can aſſure you , in the ſeruice of 
Ireland, and that the ſeaſon of the yeare 
ſerues the Spaniard to houer vpon the 
ſeas,to threaten vs ſtill by ſeaandland, 
Jet vs moſt willingly paie it for the ſcr- 
ice of his highneſle, and theſafetie of 
vs all. Soluatur ſubſidrm , ne contingat ex« 
cidiuw. In the meane time, let vs continu- 
ally pray vntoour God , to watch ouer 
his Maicſties moſt ſacred perſon,and his 
royall children with his heavenly cite, to 
preuent all miſcheifes ſecretly plotted a- 
gainſt them, leaſt through his princely 
affabilitic in opening himſelfe vnto his 
ſubiefts,fome crouching Icſuite, or ſome 
Jeſuited nouice creepe 1n to hurt him, 6: 
ſpoile vs on a ſuddaine of all our joy. 
T his bleſſed worke, O Lord , was be- 

gunne 
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nne by thee alone, and it muſt been. 
ded by thee alone , to whome for this 
thine ineſtimableloue to vs and our po=« 
ſeritie,be all praiſe,thanks, honour,and 
gloric for cuer and euer,
